Assurance to Parents

Parents of British settlers in Israel 
were assured last Sunday that their 
children had overcome their initial 
difficulties and were making their 
influence felt in the State. This 
assurance is given by Mr. S, J, 
Kreutner, of the Organisation Depart- 
ment, Jewish Agency, Jerusalem. at the 
first social of the British Olim Parents’ 
Association,: held at Great Russell 
Street, W.C. 


— Although olim from this country 
were less than one per cent of. the 
entire settlers during the past ten 
years, said Mr. Kreutner, they aroused 
much interest, because they came 
from Britain, a country regarded as 
one of the most stable in the world. 

These 6,000 settlers, he stated, had 
shown that the country was not only 
a haven for those from places of 
persecution. 

“Your children have done extremely 
well,” declared Mr. Kreutner. “ They 
had made their impact in every 
sphere of the country’s life—in the 
Knesset, the Foreign Office, the legal, 
medical, and teaching professions, as 
well as in industry.”

Woman Professor 


ANOTHER German Jewish refugee 

has made history in America by 
becoming the first woman to. be 
appointed a Professor at Princeton 
University since its foundation in 
1746. She is Dr. Hannah Arendt, 
who has been appointed Guest Pro- 
fessor of Politics. Dr. Arendt is best 


known for her book “The Burden 
of. our Time,” which has _ been 
acknowledged as the classic analysis 
of dictatorship. She went to the 
United States in 1940, and was for- 
merly chief editor of a New York 
publishing house which specialises im 
Jewish books. As Executive Secre- 
tary of an organisation known as 
Jewish Cultural Reconstruction, she 
has been responsible for the redistri- 
bution of Jewish libraries confiscated 
by the Nazis. She is the wife of Dr. 
Heinrich. Bluecher, a Professor of 
Philosophy at Bard College, New 
York.

DECEMBER }2, 1958 


AIDING THE ALMIGHTY 


.. Pharaoh dreamed: and behold 


he stood above (‘al) the river 
(Genesis xli, 1). 


HE Midrash contrasts 

Pharaoh’s dream with that of 

Jacob. The difference, the 
Midrash notes, is not alone in 
content, Pharaoh dreaming of cows 
and ears of corn, Jacob of the 
ladder reaching to heaven. Pharaoh, 
in his dream, stands above the 
sacred river, Jacob sees God above 
him. In the words of the Midrash: 
the righteous stand below and 
provide support for their God. 
The wicked stand above and look 
down fo their god to support them. 

A bold statement this, that, in 
the conception of the righteous, 
man can “support” God, but one 
in line with many passages in the 
rabbinic and mystical literatures. 
The rabbis speak of the virtuous 
adding strength to the heavenly 
hosts. “Know that what is above 
is from thee,” a mystical writer 
paraphrased a_ well-known Tal- 
mudic maxim to yield the thought 
that man’s deeds have a cosmic 
significance. ““Man was created,” 
taught the Rabbi of Kotzk, “to 
hold up the heavens.” 

Of course, Jewish teaching is 
firmly behind the implications of 
the verse in the book of Job, 
quoted in the Neilah service on 
Yom Kippur: “If thou be 
righteous, what givest thou Him? 
Or what receiveth. He of thy 
hand ?” And we speak repeatedly 


_of God as the Rock in whom man 
trusts and who is the only sure 


Refuge. But this does not really 
contradict those passages in which 
it is suggested that, in a sense, God 
needs man just as man needs God. 


FOR the truth of the matter is 

that there is a great paradox 
at the heart of religion: God 
created man for His glory. . Man 
was created for his benefit—what 


other conclusion can there be given 


the premiss that the world was 
brought into being by a benevolent 
Creator who lacked nothing? But 
man’s true benefit means _ his 
sharing in some measure in the 
goodness of God, and this is impos- 


sible without the giving of the self 
for this is what goodness’ means 
When Judaism teaches that Gog 
cannot give of His goodness to 
man unless man gives first, this 
is not meant in a bargaining spirit 
but simply that the enlargement of 
soul which comes. from man’s 
giving is itself part of God's gift 
This is why the truly religious per- 
son approaches his faith with the 
question: “ What can I give to 
it?” rather than “ What can I get 
out of it?” 

The victory celebrated by the 
Festival of Chanucah and the 
blessing it brought to mankind was 
only possible through the prepared. 
ness of the Maccabees to make the 
supreme sacrifice for their faith. A 
prominent non-Jewish _ historian 
considers this to be the first 
tecorded example in human history 
of men laying down their lives for 
the sake of a God who was not 
some form of collective humap 
power. But Jewish tradition knows 


‘of many such men whose God 


stood above them. 


WE are not called upon, nowa- 


days, to give our Iife for the 
faith. But present-day Judaism 
could benefit greatly from a kess 
utilitarian approach to _ religion. 
The religious practices of Judaism, 
for instance, are all too frequently 
explained in the light of the gifts 
they bestow in terms of material 
contentment. That they do, ijn 
fact, bestow such gifts is certainly 
true, but these are the by-products 
of the mitzvot, the chief aim of 
which is the service of God. 

As a medieval sage put it: “If 
thou hadst lived in the dread days 
of martyrdom, and the peoples had 
fallen on thee to force thee to 
apostatise from thy faith, thou 
wouldst surely, as did so many, 
have given thy life in its defence. 
Well then, fight now the fight laid 
on thee in the better days, the fight 
with evil desire «. fight and conquer, 
and seek for allies in this warfare 
of your soul, seek them in the fear 
of God and the study of the Torah. 
Forget not that God recompenses 
according to the measure where- 
with we withstand the evil in our 
heart.”

Teachers Asked to Help 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Discrimination against Jews did not 
come much into the picture at a meet- 
ing held at the House of Commons 
on Wednesday and organised by the 
Working Group on the Diminution 
of Prejudice, in conjunction with the 
National Council Against Racial and 
Religious Discrimination. 

Generally, the topic of conversa- 
tion centred on the colour question. 
In the chair was Mr. Maurice Orbach, 
M.P., and the speakers who led a 
discussion, mainly on racial discrimi- 
nation, were Dr, J. R. Rees, World 
Federation for Mental Health and 
Chairman of the Group, and Dr. 
Cyril Bibby, of the Institute of 
Education, London University. 

During the discussion it was sug- 
gested that the Group might approach 
the Ministry of Education .to ask 
whether teachers might be encouraged 
during their instruction to assist the 
work of the Group. 


Conference Proposed 


It was also proposed that a con- 
ference be held at which people con- 
cerned with the training of teachers 
and members of the Churches could 


be invited to discuss these problems. 


Dr. Bibby felt that it was in the 
educational rather than in the legis- 
lative field that the answer to these 
problems might lie. 


The only reference to the prob-— 


lem of antisemitism was made by Mr. 
Orbach. When he supported the sug- 
gestion, that teachers be asked to 
help, he said that in 1940—when anti- 
Jewish discrimination was an even 
more serious problem than the colour 
one today—he had made overtures to 
the National Union of Teachers on 
this question. 
Mr. Orbach added that he had then 
received the wholehearted co-opera- 
tion of the Union, who had said that 
use could be made of teachers’ con- 
ferences for anti-discrimination work. 
He felt that the Working Group 


might well take up this suggestion 
and make a similar approach to the 
N.U.T. 

Mr. Orbach mentioned that the 
Working Group was largely guided 
Jews the Council .of Christians- and 
ews.

REFUGEES A “TRUMP CARD” 
Arab Attitude Condemned 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The theory that the Arab refugees 
constitute a valuable “trump card” 
in the hands of their fellow-Arabs 
was stressed not only by the Israeli 
Ambassador, Mr. E. Elath, but also 
by Sir Knox Helm, the first British 
Envoy to Israel. They were speaking 
at the Anglo-Israel Association in 
London on Tuesday. © 

Seven years ago, said Sir Knox, an 
Arab politician had assured him that 
he and his compatriots could not 
afford to settle the refugee problem, 
since the Arab refugees were the best

MURDER OF 
ENVOY’S WIFE 


Further Inquiries by 
Ambassador 


From our Parliamentary

The British Ambassador in Tel 
Aviv is making further inquiries in 
connection with the murder of Mrs. 
Doran, wife of the British Air Attaché 
in Hsrael. 

This was disclosed by Mr. SELWYN 
Lioyp, Foreign Secretary, in a written 
Parliamentary reply to Mr. JOHN 
BiGGs-Davison (Con., Chigwell), on 
Monday. 

Mr. Biggs-Davison had asked if Mr. 
Lloyd was in a position to make a 
statement about the investigation into 
the murder. He also asked to what 
extent the investigation had disclosed 
transgression of the armistice agree- 
ment, 

Mr. Lloyd said he had learned that 
the Israeli-Syrian Mixed Armistice 
Commision would not meet to discuss 
the report by the United Nations 
observers. 

Evidence that Mrs. Doran’s killers 
came from Syrian territory was con- 
tained in the United Nations obser- 
vers’ report. The Syrian authorities 


did not allow the United Nations. 


observers to pursue their investiga- 
tions on the Syrian side of the River 
Jordan until three days after Mrs. 
Doran’s body was found. 

“I am waiting to receive from the 
British Ambassador in Tel Aviv cer- 
tain answers to supplementary 
inquiries made of the Israeli authori- 
ties before deciding what further 
action should be taken,” said Mr.

ALIENS’ HARDSHIPS 
DEBATED 


The entry of Jews into Britain at 
the turn of the century from Russian 
persecution was recalled by ViscouNT 
STANSGATE in the Lords on Tuesday, 


| when the House debated the Aliens 


regulations. This immigration, he

-YANKEL ADLER’S WORKS 
GREAT DEMAND 


Those who share the view that 
I have consistently put forward in this 
paper to the effect that Yankel Adler 
is an underrated artist should not miss 
the exhibition of his work which is at 
the Obelisk Gallery till January 2. It 
is good to learn that the ten oil

paintings (six of which are well- 
known from their reproduction in 
Paul Fierens’ book on the artist) were 
all sold on the first day.

BEN-GURION’S LETTER 


Registering Children of Mixed 
Marriages 


By a Correspondent 


How should children of mixed 
marriages be registered in Israel when 
the parents wish them to be known 
as Jews? This is the question which 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Premier 
and head of the Ministerial Commit- 
tee appointed to deal with the prob- 
lem of “ Who is a Jew?” has asked 
Jewish scholars in: many parts of the 
world to consider and to express their 
opinions. 


The letter sent by the Premier—the 
full text of which has now become 
available in London—points out that 
the Register of the Population has 
been in existence in Israel since 1949, 
and among the particulars which have 
to be recorded according to law are 
Religion” and “ Nationality.” Each 
resident receives an identity card 
according to the particulars recorded 
in the Register. 


“* The laws of Israel forbid all dis- 
crimination between One person and 
another on account of differences in 
race, colour, nationality, religion, or 
sex, hut Jews enjoy special 
privilege alone by virtue of the Law 
of the Return. A non-Jew who wishes 
to immigrate to Israel must receive 
permission to do so, and the State is 
empowered to withhold such _ per- 
mission. If he settles in the country 
he may become a citizen of Israel 
only by naturalisation, which he can 
request after two years’ residence. A 
Jew, however, is entitled to settle in 
Israel according to the Law of the 
Return by virtue of the fact that he 
is a Jew. 


Religious Allegiance 


“The question has arisen of how 
to register under the heading of 
“ Religion” and Nationality ” 
dren born of mixed marriages, when 


the father is a Jew and the mother is © 


not a Jewess and has not become con- 
verted, but both of them agree that 
the child should be registered as a 
Jew. The opinion has been expreised 
that since the Register is a civil cne 
and does not serve for religious pur- 


- poses (the religious authorities are not 
obliged to be satisfied with it or to — 


rely upon it, and in general they are 
not prepared to do so), this registra- 
tion should not be governed by purely 
religious criteria ; others say that since 
Religion” and Nationality” are 
inseparable, since _ religious 
allegiance is naturally a_ religious 
question, only religious criteria should 
be followed, both registering 
religion and in registering nationality. 

“The Government has decided that 
the religion or nationality of an adult 
shall be registered as “ Jewish” if he 
declares in good faith that he is a Jew 
and does not adhere to another 
Religion. In regard to the question 
of the registration in the Register of 
Population of children born of mixed 
marriages, the following question has 
arisen, however : If the mother is non- 
Jewish and has not been converted, 
but both she and the father agree 
that the child shall be Jewish, shoutd 
it be registered as Jewish on the basis 
of the expression of the desire of the 
parents and their declaration in good 
faith that the child does not belong tv 
another religion, or is any further 
ceremony of any kind required, in 
addition to the agreement and the 
declaration of the parents, for the 
child to be registered as a Jew? On 
this question the Cabinet Committee 
has to make its recommendations to 
the Government, after receiving 
expressions of opinion by Jewish 
scholars as above.” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion emphasises that 
“four considerations should be taken 
into account for the understanding of 
the problem as a whole: 


“(1) The principle of freedom of 
conscience and religion has been 
guaranteed in Israel both in the Pro- 
clamation of Independence and in the 
Basic Principles of the Governments 
that have held office until now, which 
have included both ‘religious’ and 
‘secular’ parties, All religious or 
anti-religious coercion is forbidden in 
Israel, and a Jew is entitled to be 
either religious or non-religious. 

(2) Israel serves in our time as a 
centre for the ingathering of the 
exiles. The immigrants come from 


East and West, from both progressive 
and backward countries, and the 
merging of the various communities 
and their integration into one nation is 
one of Israel’s most vital and difficult 
tasks. Every effort must therefore be 
made to strengthen the factors that 
foster co-operation and unity, and to 
root out as far as possible everything 
that makes for separation and aliena- 
tion. 

The Jewish community in 
Israel does not resemble a Jewish 
community in the Diaspora. We in 
this country are not a minority sub- 
ject to the pressure of a foreign 
culture, and there is no need here to 
fear the assimilation of Jews among 
non-Jews which takes place in many 
prosperous and free countries. On 


the contrary, here there are, 
slight extent, possibilities and ten- 
dencies making for assimilation of 
non-Jews among the Jewish people, 
especially in the case of families 
coming from mixed marriages who 
settle in Israel; While mixed marriages 
abroad are one of the decisive factors 
making for complete assimilation and 
the abandonment of Jewry, mixed 
mdrriages among those who come 
here, especially from Eastern Europe,

(4) On the other hand, the people 
of Israel do not regard themselves as 
a separate people from Diaspora 
Jewry; on the contrary, there is no 
Jewish community in the world that 


is inspired by such a profound con- 


sciousness of unity and identity with 
the Jews of the world as a whole as 
the Jewish community in Israel.”

“Wrong Sages Invited ”

_ Stated in London last Saturday that 


“without the: Torah and Jewish law 
Israel has no reason to live.’ Also 
he protested that many of the 
“sages” whom the Israeli Prime 
Minister had invited to pronounce on 
“Who is a Jew?” had, in fact, no 
connection with Jewish law. 

“'We live in days of ersatz things, 
of substitutes,” Dayan Swift said. To 
be a good Jew it seemed that one 
need not nowadays affirm Jewish 
tradition; a Jew could be a Zionist, 
a Hebraist, or even a “ Yiddishist ” 
—each moving in the secular. sphere 
without being able to break through 
to religion. Zionism, which was once 
a mass movement of the Jewish 
people, had also become for some a 
substitute for religion 

Religion without nationalism might 
be like a soul without a body, Dayan 
Swift stated, but Jewish nationalism 
without the Torah was not even a 
body, but merely a limb. 

The only place where the Torah 
could be alive and where Jewish law 
could thrive, the speaker said, was the 
Land of the Bible, with the people 
of the Bible living by the Bible. He 
recalled that Mr. Ben-Gurion had said 
in his testimony before the Anglo- 
American Commission of Inquiry that 


the Jewish people would bring back 


the Bible to the Land of the Bible. 
“JT wish he meant it,’ the Dayan 
commented. “But it was apparently

“ONE BIG SLAUGHTERHOUSE” 


Eyewitnesses of Sachsenhausen Horror 


From our Correspondent 


BONN 
During the trial of Gustav Sorge 
and «Wilhelm Schubert, guards at 
Sachsenhausen, a witness described 


the concentration camp as “one big 


slaughterhouse.” 

The camp, he stated, had always 
been filled with the stench of burn- 
ing corpses. During the winter of 


1939-40 many prisoners had died of — 


sarvation. At one time about 7,000 
inmates had died within a vefy short 
period. 

There had been an S.S. docior at 
the camp who had been nicknamed 
“The Atrocious One.” While he had 
been in charge of the hospital ward 
no Jewish prisoners had been allowed 
fo be treated there. They had been 
kit lying in a corner. Their fester- 
ing wounds had often been alive with 
maggots. 

The doctor, the witness added, had 


‘even permitted S.S. guards to enter 


the hospital ward and maltreat the 
sick prisoners. -Manv had died from 
this additional torture, others had 
gone mad, 

Another witness described the killing 
of several Jewish and non-Jewish 
prisoners by Sorge, who admitted 
these crimes. He denied, however, 
being responsible for an order to 
prisoners to drag one of their fellow-

_ victims’, 


inmates by his hands over an area of 
Sharp stones until his body was a 
bloody mess and he died. 

The same witness recalled an 
occasion when, he alleged, Schubert, 
Sorge, and another S.S. officer had 


ordered a group of Jewish prisoners 
to lie down flat on the ground and 


had then run and hopped over their 
bodies with their heavy 
boots, enjoying the sufferings of the 
prisoners. Once, he stated, Sorge had 
killed a Jew who had worn gloves, 
contrary to the guard’s regulations. 
Jewish prisoners, he said, had been 
made to suffer more than others and 
had been subjected to especially brutal 
treatment by all S.S. officers at the 
camp. 

A witness from Haifa testified that 
Schubert had once beaten and kicked 
to death a blind Jewish prisoner. 
The same guard, he alleged, had 
killed a Jewish professor by forcing 
a hose-pipe ‘in his mouth and pouring 
yy into him until he collapsed and 

ied. 

On another occasion, according to 
the same _ witness, Schubert had 
ordered a 17-year-old Jewish boy to 
beat his father. When the boy refused 
Schabert first killed the father and 
then the boy. 

Schubert again denied killing any 
prisoners at Sachsenhausen and 
claimed that. the trial was merely 
an “act of revenge.” |

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‘JEWS WILL BE SHOT 
IN THE STREETS’ 


Racist’s Alleged Threat 


ATLANTA, GEORGIA 


George Bright, on trial here for the 
bombing of a synagogue last October, 
once boasted that Jews would be 
“ shot down in the streets,” an “ under- 
cover” F.B.1. agent testified. 

The agent, Mr. Leslie Rogers, stated 


that he had attended meetings posing 


as a racist. Bright and others on trial 
were at a meeting last May at which 
a member reported the death of 100 
Jews in the Hungarian uprising in 
1957. When they heard a description 
of the Jewish deaths, participants al 
the meeting had shown their “ glee,” 
he said. 

Bright, the witness added, had 
declared at that meeting that “ if local 
conditions ever develop, we will go to 
our homes and get guns and shoot 
Jews down in the street, stores, and 
shops .. . wherever we find them” 

The F.B.1. agent also testified that 
he had been told that the so-called 
National States’ Rights Party, an anti- 
racist group with branches in 26 
States, included among its members 
Senators Strom Thurmond, of South 
Carolina; Herman Talmadge, of 
Georgia ; William Jenner, of Indiana ; 
and John Stennis, of Mississippi. 

A State witness said that Bright had 
told him that “he drew up plans and 
led the action for the bombing.” 

Bright asserted that he was being 
“persecuted” for his “ segregation ” 
and “ Christian” beliefs. He denied 
that he was anti-Jewish.—(J.T.A.)

HOSPITAL KASHRUT 
DISPUTE 


Orthodox Appeal 
Rejected

AMSTERDAM 

A Court of Appeal here has rejected 
the appeal of an Orthodox member of 
the Board of the Amsterdam Jewish 
Hospital (C.1.Z.) against the Board's 
majority decision that it cannot main- 
tain kashrut in the hospital except for 
those patients who express a special 
desire for it. 

The appellant claimed that the 
Board’s decision, which has been in 
force since the end of the war, was in 
contravention of the hospital's statutes 
which provide that the hospital is to 
be run “ according to Jewish law.’ 

The Judge concurred with the view 
expressed by the lawyer of the Board’s 
majority, Mr. K. J. Edersheim, a 
veteran Zionist and himself a member 
of the Board, that “since the end of 
the war Orthodox Jews form only a 
small minority in Holland, while the 
large majority of the members and 
patients of the hospital have Liberal 
Jewish views.” The Board, the Judge 
ruled, was thus. entitled to interpret 
the term “ Jewish law” in that sense. 

It should be observed, however, that 
there are some 12,000 members of 
the Jewish community in Amsterdam, 
of whom some hundreds only belong 
to the Liberal congregation. The 
C.1.Z. is the only Jewish hospital in 
the whole of Holland,

Ex-Nazi’s Record In 
East Europe

BERLIN 

Arnold Eichholf, a 55-year-old 
local merchant and former Nazi. 
policeman, has been arresied by the 
West Berlin police and charged with 
complicity in the murder of several 
thousand Jews in Poland and Russia 
during the last war. 

His police unit, the indictment 
states, “cleared” areas near Bialy- 
stok,. Smolensk, and Mogilev of 
Jewish inhabitants. After first deny- 


ing complicity in the atrocities 


Eichhott later broke down and 
admitted that he had taken part in 
the mass killing of Jews. He pleaded 
in extenuation that he had only fol- 
lowed the orders of his superiors. 
According to Eichhoff, the Jewish 
victims, before their execution, were 
robbed of their valuables, which were 


surrendered to the Gestapo. The 


executions had usually been carried 
out by forcing the victims to dig 
their own graves. After lying face 
down in them they were shot in the 


neck by the police squads.

asylum in Israel, 

Although a Franco-Israeli extradi- 
tion agreement was signed last month, 
it has not yet been ratified by the 
French Parliament. 

Joanovici, who had been convicted 
by a French Court of acting against 
the security of the State to the advan- 
tage of the German occupation forces, 
went to Israel on a forged Moroccan 
passport under the name of Haim 
Cohen. In May of last year the 
Jerusalem High Court rejected his 
appeal against a deportation order.—

NEW AMERICAN CONGRESS 


Largest Jewish Membership 


From MURRAY FRANK 
(The JEwisH CHRONICLE Correspondent. in Washington) 


The 86th U.S.A. Congress, which will be convened on January 7, will 
have the largest number of Jewish members in American history. Fourteen 
Jews were elected or re-elected to both Houses of Congress: three in the 
Senate and eleven in the House of Representatives. The previous Congress 
had eleven Jews, and the Congress before that had an even dozen. 


There will. be three new Jewish 
faces in Congress: Ernest Gruening, 
Senator-elect from the new State of 
Alaska, a Democrat; and Herman 
Toll, 2 Democrat from a district in 
Philadelphia, and Seymour Halpern, 
a Republican from a district in New 
York, both of whom were elected as 
Congressmen, 

Senators Richard L. Neuberger, of 
Oregon, and Jacob K. Javits,.of New 
York, did not stand for re-election 
(Senators are chosen for a six-year 
term). The nine House members who 
were re-elected are: Emanuel Celler, 
Abraham J. Multer, Isidore Dollinger, 
Lester Holtzman, Herbert: Zelenko, 
Leonard Farbstein, and Ludwig Teller 
—all of New York; also Sidney 
Yates, of Chicago; 
Friedal, of Baltimore. 

Of the 14 Jews in the new Con- 
gress, 12 are Democrats and two are 
Republicans. Senator Javits and Con- 
gressman-elect Halpern, both of New 
York, are the only Republicans: 


Liberal-Minded Men 


Geographically, the distribution is 
as follows: 11 from the East (of 
whom nine are from New York, one 
from Philadelphia, and one from 
Baltimore); one from the Middle 
West (Chicago); and two from the 
Far West (Oregon and Alaska). Thus, 
about two-thirds of the Jewish repre- 


sentation in Congress originates from 


New York City. 

Without exception, all Jewish mem- 
bers of Congress, including the 
two Republicans, are liberal-minded. 
Senator Javits and Senator Neuberger 
have an outstanding record of spon- 
sorship and support of liberal legis- 
lation. Senator-elect Gruening, of 
Alaska, is an old-time “ New Dealer ”’ 
of the Roosevelt school, and was at 
one time editor of the liberal weekly 
the NATION. This — triumvirate 
should serve as a powerful and effec- 
tive group or bloc within the liberal 
group in the Senate. 

It should be stressed, however, that 
Jews in Congress are not organised 
as a bloc as that term is understood 
in parliamentary circles. They do act 
in unison, where matters of specific 
Jewish interest are concerned, such as 
combating antisemitism, the defence of 
Jewish rights, the maintenance of 


cordial relations with Israel, and the 


extension of U.S.A. economic aid to 
the Jewish State. 


Mr. Neuberger, who is 46. years 
old, was first elected to the Senate 
in 1954 and has two more years to 
Serve of his six-year term. He is the 
grandson of German-Jewish immi- 
grants. He was born and brought up 
in Portland, Oregon, was for a num- 
ber of years a journalist and maga- 
zime writer, and is the author of a 
half-dozen books on history and 
He served in the U.S.A. 
Army during the Second World War. 

In 1948 he was elected to the Oregon 
State Senate. where he served until 
1954, when he was elected to the 
U‘S.A. Senate. His wife, Maurine, 
was a member of the State House, but 
gave up her seat in 1954 to help him 
With his work in Washington. During 
the past year he has been in poor 
health. He is now stated to be well 
On the way to recovery, and expects to 
be at his post when the new Congress 
Opens. He has already announced 
he will fight for huge appropriations 
for medical research. 


New York Senator 


Mr. Javits, who is aged 54, was 
Orn on the old Jewish East Side of 
New York. His father was an immi-

In 1939 President Roosevelt 
appointed him Governor of Alaska, 
a post in which he served for 13 
years until President Eisenhower came 
to power and Mr, Gruening was 
replaced by a Republican. He was 
instrumental in developing the move- 
ment for Alaska’s Statehood, and in 
developing its resources and growth 
of population, etc. He is the author 
of many books and articles on 
economics, Latin’ American affairs, 
and Alaska. In 1954 his book “The 
State of Alaska” was most influential 
in bringing about Alaska Statehood. 
He is sometimes described as “The 
Father of the 49th State” because of 
his leadership in this movement. He 
has now been elected as one of 
Alaska’s two -Senators to represent 
the new State in the Senate, a 
choice which the WASHINGTON Post 
described as “particularly fitting,” 
because “‘of all the champions of 
Statehood (for Alaska), none has been 
more faithful than Ernest Gruening.” 

The most influential of the Jewish 
Congressmen is Mr. Emanuel Celler 
(aged 70), because of his service in 
Congress extending over the past 36 
years (he is fifth ranking in length 
of service in Congress), and his posi- 
tion as Chairman of the House 
He was born 
in Brooklyn, New York, and is an 
ardent champion of Israel and Jewish 
rights, and is very active in many 
Jewish organisations and for Jewish 
causes. 


Zealous Communal Worker 


Mr. Abraham J. Multer (aged 58) is 
a lawyer by profession. He has been 
a member of Congress for the past 
11 years, and jis a leading member of 
the House’s Banking and Currency 
Committee and Small Business Com- 
mittee. He is very active in Zionist 
affairs, the B’nat B’rith, Reform Con- 
gregations, and in many Jewish 
educational institutions. 

Fifty-five-year-old Mr. Isidore 
Dollinger is the son of immigrant 
parents from Galicia. He is a mem- 
ber of an Orthodox Congregation in 
the Bronx, where he resides. He is 


a lawyer, active in politics since 1937. 


For eight years he served in the New 
York State Assembly, then four years 
in the State Senate. He was first 
elected to Congress in 1948. He 
represents a working-class district, 
and is a champion of liberal legisla- 
tion. He is a member of the Inter- 
State and Foreign Commerce Com- 


mittee. 


Mr. Sidney Yates, aged 49, was 
born in Chicago and represents a 
district in that city. His parents were 
immigrants from Vilna. During the 
last war he served in the U.S.A. Navy. 
He was elected to Congress in 1948 
and has been re-elected ever since. 
He is a close confidant of Mr. Adlai 
Stevenson, the Democrat leader, and 
is regarded as one of the ablest men 
in the House, very serious-minded 
and hard-working. He is on the 
Appropriations Committee.

New York-born Mr. Lester Holtz- 
man, aged 45, is the son of Polish- 
born immjgrants. He is a lawyer and 
for many years active in Jewish 
affairs. He has been in Congress for 
the past six years and has just been 
re-elected for a further two-year term. 
He was the President of a Talmud 
in his district, and headed

Mr. Herbert Zelenko, aged 52, 
represents a district in Upper Man- 
hattan, formerly represented by Mr. 

He is a graduate of Columbia 
Law School, and has been practising 
law since 1929. He has served in 
Congress for the past four years. He 
is a trustee of the Jewish Memorial 
Hospital and other philanthropic 
institutions in New York, 

Mr. Samuel Friedel, aged 60 years, 
was born in Washington, but settled 
in Baltimore. He was for four years 
in the Maryland House of Delegates 
and for 12 years in the Baltimore City 
Council.

He served for 
several years in the State Assembly, 
was elected to Congress two..years 
ago, and has now been re-elected. He

Committee. 
The two newest Jewish members of 
the House are Mr. Seymour Halpern, 
of New York, and Mr. Herman Toll, 
of Philadelphia. Mr, Halpern, aged 
45, is a journalist by profession, but 
turned to politics at an early age. In 
1940, at the age of 27, he was elected 
to the N.Y. State Senate, and served 
there until his election to Congress 
in November, 1958. He is an amateur 
portrait painter and has exhibited at 
various galleries, Last September 
friends established a scholarship fund 
in his honour at Yeshiva University. 
Mr. H. Toll, aged 51, was born in 
Philadelphia, studied at Temple Uni- 
versity | Law School, and has been 
active in Democratic politics for 
many years. He is a Past President 
of a Bnai Brith lodge, is a member 
of the Advisory Board of the Anti- 
Defamation League, a Past President 
of a Zionist District, and is active in 
the American Jewish Congress, Ort 
Federation, Temple Judea, and other 
Jewish. organisations.

A CRUMB FROM KHRUSCHEV 


By JOEL CANG 


HILE the against 
Jewish schools, news- 
papers, and books, intro- 
duced by Stalin, continues, Mr. 
Khruschev has made two minor 


concessions. Jewish artists and 
musicians have been permitted to 


give a number of concerts and sing 


Yiddish folk-songs in Moscow and 
other Russian cities. At the same 
time the Soviet Ministry of Culture 
has issued about two dozen gramo- 
phone records of Jewish music and 


. Yiddish folk-songs, some of them 


of the traditional type. 

From figures collected it appears 
that altogether about 4,000 Jewish 
shows and concerts, most of them 


in Yiddish, have been performed in 
the Soviet Union since 1956.. A 


fair percentage of these Yiddish 


shows were put on in Moscow, 
often in State or Municipal halls 
hired for the purpose. But the 


majority of them were allowed to 
take place 


in. Leningrad, Kiev, 

Odessa, and other 
cities. which. still 
have large Jewish 
communities. 


Posters which 
have reached this 
country, some re- 
produced on this 
page, show that 
these theatrical 
Yiddish shows 
were arranged by 
a special organi- 
sation. But signifi- 
cantly, although 
they carried 
announcements of 
Yiddish songs or 
‘music, no Yid- 
dish inscriptions 
on the _ posters 
were allowed to 
appear. The song 


names of the 
artists or musi- 
cians were in 
Russian. The 


instance, announ- 
‘cing a concert by 
the well-known 
Yiddish singer 
Anne 
invites people to 
come to “ Leibe- 
dik and Lustik ” 
—lively and jolly 
—a phrase . used 
by Jews when 
merr y making. 
What would have 
been more fitting 
than to have had 
this phrase printed 
in Yiddish? But 
to have done so 
would have been 
an obvious con- 
travention of the 


titles and the. 


poster (left), for 


Guzik, 


the Jewish tenor Shulman. All 
that was allowed was the statement 
that these musical shows were 
Yevreyskye,’ meaning Jewish. 

The outstanding characteristic of 
all these shows and concerts, accord- 
ing to all reports, was that they 
were given in over-filled halls before 
greatly appreciative audiences. 
This is clear evidence of the lively 
interest in Yiddish which persists 
in the U.S.S.R., despite everything. 
and which cannot be. suppressed 
even by the most stringent mea- 
sures and assimilationist policies on 
the part of the authorities. 

The Yiddish records, which can 
now be bought in some of the 
larger State stores in the Russian 
capital, have been issued both by 
the Soviet Ministry of Education 
and the cultural authorities in 
Moscow. Most of these records 
were made in 1956. It was then 
that a number of Jewish artists and 
musicians, imprisoned in 1948 or 
earlier, were released and allowed 
to pursue their careers again, But 
there are several records, like, for 
instance, those made during his life- 
time by Mikhoels, the famous 
Yiddish actor, newly reissued by 
the Russian authorities. All of 
them, according to reports, have a 
very wide sale. 


Traditional Type 


Nearly all are of Jewish melodies 
and folk-songs of the genuinely 
traditional type. Six which have 
just arrived in this country, and 
which I have heard, are of the kind 
sung in most of the Ukrainian, 
Russian, and even Polish town- 


-ships,.full of the melodious, roman- 


tic, Yiddish flavour. Two records 
are by C. Fayntuch: one is entitled 
“Mitzva Tenzel,’ which was 
danced at all Jewish weddings and 
is among the most treasured melo- 
dies in Yiddish music. This record 
was issued by the Soviet Ministry 
of Culture. The song of a Jewish 
tailor, entitled “A Schneideril,” is 
a Yiddish version of a Russian song 
about the tailor who had made and 
remade his coat so many times 
that in the end there was only 
enough material left to make a cap. 

Among the most moving of these

zu mein Mamenyu.” The singer 
recalls his mother, father and 
hometown, and is full of longing 
for them. But my home, he ‘says, 
is now only a grave. The cradle is 
broken, and the little goat with 
which he used to play, killed. 
“ But I still want to go home.” 
Like most folk-songs there is, of 
course, no author to whom they 
can be ascribed. Jewish folk-songs 
are like trees in the forest, with 
their roots deeply buried in the 
past. And these recordings from 
Moscow still carry the breath of 
life and even some of the freshness 


of Jewish sorrow and joy in the 


numberless small towns inhabited 
by Jewish communities, many of 


which no longer exist. 


Welcome as are these minor 
Soviet concessions to Yiddish, they 
are far from a revival of Yiddish 
culture. But their popularity shows, 
most convincingly, that the attach- 
ment of the Russian Jews to their 
past is still a vital force which no 
official measures can destroy.

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OUR BUILDERS 


IT js a commonplace, too lightly 
regarded as most commonplaces 
are, but true none the less, that 
without a sound system of Jewish 
religious education there is little 
future for the Jewish community 
in this country. Though this is 
nowhere controverted, there is no 
sign that the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity, acting through its estab- 
lished institutions, has measured 
up to its responsibilities—or its 
opportunities—in this direction. On 
every side, whether it be the salaries 
and dignity accorded to teachers, 
the standard of classrooms and 
text-books, the imagination’ or 
originality shown in promoting the 
cause of education, or, not least, 
the raising of funds, the level and 
tempo js at least a generation out 
of date. The Federation of Syna- 
gogues’ well-intentioned but abor- 
tive effort to launch an Education 
Week is a pointer to this. Never- 
theless, the Federation should not 


be discouraged from playing its 


part: its aspiration to erect a day 
school in the East End jis com- 
mendable, and is certainly prefer- 
able to rebuilding an unecessary 
synagogue. 


Here the “pooling of effort and 


, resources” by the Jewish bodies 


concerned with day schools imme- 
diately arises. Our plea for such 
a pooling has thus far met with a 
mixed response. Mr. S. S. Levin, 
chairman of the London Board 
for Jewish Religious Education, 


_was gratifyingly unequivocal in his 


welcome, and it was noteworthy 
that as the responsible head of a 


representative body he _ refrained. 


from importing any questions of 
precedence. For the Zionist 


Federation Dr. Fox was non-com- 


mittal pending a meeting of his 
committee, but the _ possibility 
remains that its co-operation will 
be forthcoming. Dr. Schonfeld, 
while acknowledging the  reason- 
ableness of our plea, indicated 
strong reservations. Dr. Schon- 
feld’s quarter-century of pioneer 
work deserves every commenda- 
tion, but what the Jewish Secon- 
dary . Schools 
achieved is surely no reason for 
disparaging the efforts of later 
arrivals in the field. There is room 
for all who are seriously concerned 
with Jewish education. We hope 
that in the event he will play his 
part in planning for the future, and 
that every effort will be made to 
give him the opportunity of doing 
so. 


The financing of Jewish. educa- 
tion is a far larger question. The 
community should be prepared to 
spend at least twice the amount 
that it does at present, and as it 
lacks the powers of taxation given 
on the Continent, some method 
must be found of raising funds 


voluntarily. To rely on a levy on 


synagogue seat rentals, as is done 
in London, is both to cripple the 
educational effort and to distribute 
the burden unfairly. The London 
Board charges no fees to parents. 
The motive is idealistic, but the 
time has come for this policy to 
be reconsidered. Moreover, there 
should be a Central Appeal for 
Jewish Religious Education which 
would make allocations to all the 
operating agencies; this, too, pre- 
supposes co-ordination. The 
desire expressed during the war to 
find for Jewish education some 
basis more stable than the hazards 
of charitable fund-raising was 
understandable, but with Jewish 
life organised on a voluntary basis 
no other way seems to be possible 
unless the educational system is to 
remain stunted as it is at present. 


BORDER 
INCIDENTS

reaction sets in until the United 
Nations Truce Supervision Organi- 
sation can arrange a cease fire. 
Something on these lines seems to 
have occurred in the area around 
what was formerly Lake Hula with 
the result that the Israeli casualties 
amounted to one shepherd killed, 
three people injured, and some 
£200,000 worth of damage done to 
villages in the area. | 


Tension among the Israeli public 
mounted and Mr. Ben-Gurion very 
wisely decided to refer the matter 
to the Security Council, even 
though General von Horn’s report 
had not been completed. The 
meeting of the Security Council has 
enabled the Israelis to bring their 
complaints to the notice of the 
world, while the decision of the 
Council's President to adjourn the 
meeting until after members have 
had an opportunity to study the 
U.N. Truce Supervision Organisa- 
tion’s report will give an oppor- 
tunity for public opinion to calm 
down. 


The anger of the Israeli public 
at the recurrence of border jnci- 
dents can be easily understood, 
nor is it difficult to sympathise with 


the Government’s — predicament. 


Mr. Ben-Gurion has come. to 


‘recognise that a policy of reprisals 


in the conditions which at present 
obtain in the Middle East is just 
not practical politics. Virtually, 
his only hope lies with the United 
Nations, and it is they who, if they 
wish to avoid the danger of war in 
the Middle East, must tackle this 
problem seriously. The strength of 
the United Nations, however, rests 
upon the determination of its 
members to take collective action. 
Surely, the time has arrived when 
the Arab States must be told that 
they must face the situation realis- 
tically, that sniping across the 
frontiers will not be tolerated, and 
that they must show a more con- 
structive attitude to such urgent 
problems as final demarcation of 
frontiers and the settlement of the 
refugees. Once again, Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld. is to make a 
Christmas visit to the troubled 
area of the Holy Land. Let us 
hope that on this occasion he will 
be able to make some progress 
despite the obvious difficulties 
towards the establishment of 
lasting peace. 


THE PRIMROSE CLUB 


THE closing of the Primrose 
Jewish. Youth Club Finchley 
Road has been discussed at length. 
Underlying the controversy is a 
question on which those concerned 
have been hesitant in giving an 
opinion—namely, the functions of 
Jewish youth clubs at the present 
day. In origin these clubs were an 
effort by the West End to do 
something for the East End, 
by the native-born to help “our 
poor foreign coreligionists.” The 
managers did valiant work in help- 
ing to bring up a generation which 
otherwise would have known only 
the deprivation of poor homes and 
would have been at a_ serious 
disadvantage in establishing them- 
selves as useful citizens. In. those 
days the club needed to place litile 
emphasis on Judaism, because 
home and cheder could be relied 
upon to give all that was needed. 
The social conditions which made 
these clubs so necessary have dis- 
appeared, and nothing brings out 
the change more clearly than the 
fact that what has been under dis- 
cussion js a club jn the Hampstead 
area, most of whose members are 
probably able to enjoy social 
amenities far in advance of those 
available in clubs. It is always good 
to seek improved standards of club 
premises, but new programmes are 
needed yet more urgently. More 
should be demanded of the mem- 
bers and a more emphatic Jewish 
note sounded. It would be 


healthier for all parties were the 
youth clubs linked to the syna- 
gogues and made an organic part 
of their activities, thus. working 
towards the synagogue-centre jdea.

INVESTMENT IN ISRAEL 


THE new measures announced in 
Jerusalem to encourage foreign 
investment in Israel should act as 
a real stimulant in this direction. 
They are designed to give generous 
terms to business men abroad, and 
if imaginatively implemented may 
in time attract even the investor 
who is not necessarily inspired by 
ideological considerations. For 
many years a serious obstacle to 
the flow of foreign private capital 
into Israel has been the fact that 
its economy is largely based on the 
Socialist principle. While the 
political system of a State is a 
matter for its own nationals to 
decide, it must be recognised that 
the system in Israel has hitherto 
discouraged substantial investment 
from industrialists abroad. The 
new concession now introduced, 
the amendments to the existing law 
and the easing of the income tax 
for new enterprises, should make 


investment. more attractive. By 
granting these concessions — the 


Government wisely looking 
ahead to the day when German 
reparations will cease and_ the 
expansion of Israels economy 
will become increasingly dependent 
on the exploitation of its natural 
resources through foreign invest- 
ment. 


CHILD’S DAY 


THis week-end the festivities of 
Chanucah will be continuing as 
these joyous eight days reach their 
conclusion. Throughout the cen- 
turies the celebration of this 
festival has always been specially 
associated with the children and 
family life. It originated in the 
courage of noble father, 
Mattathias the Hasmonean, and 
his five heroic sons, who determined 
to remain loyal to the traditions 
of their ancestors. Among the 
victorious 
Maccabean struggle we 
recall with pride at this season 
were Hannah, the widowed mother, 
and her seven sons, all of whom 
have an immortal place among our 
heroes and martyrs. Naturally 
enough, therefore, the children 
have come to occupy a_ central 
place in. our Chanucah commemo- 
ration when young and old rejoice 
in their Jewish heritage. . This 
aspect of the festival is well 
evidenced by the many festivities 
for the younger generation which 
are reported in our present issue.

BERLIN-—-ALTERATION IN THE LITURGY. 
—Last week an important resolu- 
tion was passed by some of the 
local magistrates of Berlin, rela- 
tive to a long-protracted quarrel] in 
the Jewish corporation of this town. 
Three years ago the chiefs of the 
community introduced some. slight 
alterations in their liturgy of Divine 
service used in the synagogue. The 
innovation, hear, — principally 
related to the abolition of the 
prayers which were considered 
obsolete. Though approved of by 
the highly Orthodox rabbis of the 
congregation, these amendments 
excited the displeasure of some few 
priding themselves on a still higher 
degree of unflinching picty. They 
tried to get up a movement, but 
failed. Finding any hope of 
redress vain in that quarter, an 
agitation, by means of newspaper 
articles and pamphlets, was set on 
foot, and carried on in the most 
energetic style. The cost of this 
expensive style of proceeding was 
commonly asserted in Berlin to be 
borne by Sir Moses Montefiore. At 
last they resorted to a law suit. 
which has now been decided against 
them.

A NEW RELIGION? 


Orthodox 


Sir,--One often wonders why 
spokesmen of the Anglo-Jewish 
Liberal movement are so. sensitive 
about the suggestion that they repre- 
sent a new religion. 

The term “Progressive Judaism ” 
has been dishonestly acquired by 
these people because Judaism has 
always been progressive and dynamic, 
showing a line of development from 
the Bible, through to the Talmud, 
the Codes, and the authoritative 
Responsa, right down to our own 
day. One need not be a Liberal to 
believe .that Judaism has always 
allowed the principle of development. 

It seems to me, however, that the 
extreme views and the conduct of 
some Liberals indicate not a develop- 
ment but revolution against 
Judaism. Some time ago this view 
Wis privately submitted to me_ by 
the late Leo Baeck, who admitted 


that he saw very little Judaism in the. 


English Jewish Liberal movement. 


He was a progressive, but not in the. 


Liberal sense of the word. It is this 
difference between the “develop- 
ment” of the real progressive and 
Liberal 
which inspired the comment by the 
non-Jewish authority, Dr. Gundry, in 
his recent study on religions, to the 
effect that Liberal Judaism is closer 
to Unitarian Christianity than it 1s 
to normative Judaism,

FIRST CONGRESS 
SURVIVORS 


Sirn,--It was generally considered 
that, Professor Joseph Kiausner was 


the last surviving delegate of the First: 


Zionist Congress at Basle in 1897. 
When he died some time ago the 
Jewish press, including THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, paid tribute to this great 
personality and “last delegate of the 
First Zionist Congress.” 

In my letter in your columns at 
the time J] claimed that Mrs. Marie 
Sokolow-Heyman, the daughter of 
Nahum Sokolow, was also a delegate 
to the First Zionist Congress and is 
now living in Italy. 

At that time I was under the impres- 
sion that Marie Sokolow-Heyman 
was the last living participant of this 


historic assembly.” But I have just 
received a letter from Dr. Michael 
Heymann, of the Zionist. Central 
Archives in Jerusalem, telling me that 
Clara Hirschensohn (Mrs, 
Schechter), now. living in Pardess 
Hanna, was also in Basle in 1897.

DR. SCHONFELD’S RECORD 


Sir,—Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld does 
not need me, nor indeed any other 
person, to act as his champion, but 
1] cannot allow your Silhouette of 
him to pass without protest. 

It is possible to present a selected 
number of facts, each one of which 
is not inaccurate, and yet produce a 
total impression which is a grotesque 
distortion of the truth, 

The quotation from Mr. Justice 
Romer’s remarks is in bad taste, and 
also unfair. Few men show the finer 
sides of their characters when. they 
appear as litigants in court, especially 
when an atmosphere of acrimony and 
personal resentment pervades the 
issue. In any case, the criticism that 
“if he thinks a thing is right it is 
right and that is the end of it” Is 
one which can be made of an abun- 


dance of famous personalities 
throughout history. Whether this 
determined single-mindedness is a 


virtue or a fault is a matter upon 
which men decide in retrospect: the 
successful man is hailed as a 
visionary, the unsuccessful is decried 
as a fanatic. 

In one solitary sentence you refer 
to his “dramatic and _ beneficent 
visits to the Continent to rescue 
Jewish child victims of the Nazis.” 
I know something of Dr. Schonfeld’s 
work and can state quite categorically 
that there are many hundreds of 
people who owe their lives to him. 

Of course, he does not always “ hit 
it off” with people. My own rela- 
tionship with him has not always 
been smooth (on the occasions when 
we differed he was in the wrong, of 
course), but one can hardly expect 
a colourful and headstrong person- 
ality to be widely popular in a com- 
munity that esteems mediocrity. 

You have not produced a silhouette 
of Dr. Schonfeld but a daub. A 
silhouette implies that there is light ; 
there are indeed strong and _ true 
lights in his character, and if your 
writer cannot see them he is the 
poorer, but that does not detract from 
the stature of Dr, Schonfeld him- 
self, (Rabbi) KorpuL ROSEN.

1906 Sir Philip was elected Mem- 
ber of Parliament for London Uni- 
versity, the first Jew to sit in the 
House as a representative of one 
of the universities. Encouraged by 
her husband, Lady Magnus associ- 
ated herself personally with many 
public and communal causes. To 
mention but a few, she was a 
Manager of the Gravel Lane L.C.C. 
School, a member of the Jews’ 
Infant School Committee, one of 
the pioneers of the Jewish Girls’ 
Club Movement in London, and 
also took a keen interest in the 
Jewish Home for Incurables and 
the Home for the Aged. 


Outstanding Work 


The teaching of Jewish history 
in tae classroom had hitherto been 
confined to the Biblical and early 
rabbinic periods owing to the lack 
of text-books in English. At the 
invitation of the Jacob Franklin 
Trusiees, in spite of the many calls 
on her time, Lady Magnus under- 
took: to write what was to become 
The Out- 
lines of Jewish History ” was pub- 
lished in 1886, the same year in 
which her husband was knighted, 
and covers a span of two and a 
half millennia, from the return from 
Exile until the year 1885. In the 
preface to the first edition the 
author acknowledges the debt she 
owed to Dr. Michael Friedlander, 


the Principal of Jews’ College, to. 
whom she brought “all her doubts 


and difficulties.” 

A second edition was published 
in England in 1888, revised by Dr. 
Friedlander himself. It rapidly 
became recognised as a standard 
text-book and was acclaimed on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The 
Jewish Publication Society of 
America accorded it the honour of 
being the very first book published 


under its auspices in 1890, when 
chapters on American Jewry were 
added, under the editorship of 
Henrietta Szold, the pioneer of the 
Youth Aliyah Movement. The 
book subsequently passed through 
several editions both in America 
and in England, chapters being 
added by other authors as_ the 
occasion arose. 

Although Lady Magnus wrote a 
number of other books, notably 
“ Jewish Portraits,” none surpassed 
the popularity of her ‘“ Outlines.” 
The success of the book was fully 
justified. The facts are presented 
clearly and vividly with 
obvious sincerity. Graetz, the 
famous historian, thought so highly 
of its literary quality that he called 
it a “Carlyle-like idyll.” When 
Lady Magnus died in 1924 Israel 
Abrahams in a tribute to her 
memory described jit as “a book 
which our generation has enjoyed 
and generations to come must not 
be orphaned.” is 

In the latest edition, although the 
history has been revised, the spirit 
of the original has been admirably 


_ preserved, 


Changing: History 


More chapters have been added 
to include the  epoch-making 
events which have changed the 
course of Jewish history during the 
last- three-quarters of a century: 
the emergence of American Jewry 
as the largest and most powerful 
Jewish community in the Diaspora, 
the destruction of European Jewry 


under the Nazi régime, and the rise > 


of the Jewish National Home in 
Ereiz Yisrael, bring*the story up 
to 1948. 

The book is beautifully produced 
in clear type, which makes _ it 
eminently readable, and includes a 
number of maps specially prepared 
for this edition. publishers 
have rendered a_ service to the 
present-day generation in. making 
available a classic which has stood 
the test of time. 


THE ARAB POINT 


HEN the Council of 
Christians and Jews 
received an invitation 


from. the Israeli Government, 
through its Ministry of Religious 
Affairs, and the Jewish Agency, 
through its External Relations 
Department, for a _ representative 


group of Christians to visit Israel 


during her tenth anniversary year, 
the invitation was accepted with 
gratitude, for it is imporiant for 
Christians as well as for Jews to 
know what is happening in the 
land that is sacred to both com- 
munities. It was decided, however, 
that the group should first visit the 
Arab side of the barrier that 
divides Israel from her neighbours. 
It is unfortunate that Jewish visitors 
to Israel cannot do the same thing, 
because no picture of Israel can be 
complete that does not focus the 
new State against the background 
of the surrounding Arab world. 


Welcomed 


In this article, therefore, I shall 
attempt to give some impressions 


“from the Arab side that may to 


some extent balance the picture that 
readers may have gained from other 
sources, or from their own experi- 
ence. I shall not try here to give 
an appreciation of Israel tiself, or 
of the great development that Js 
going on there. Let it suffice to say 
that everywhere the group was wel- 
comed with the greatest -kindness 
and courtesy, and was impressed 


both by the outstanding physical 


development of the country and by 
the sense of determination and 
confidence displayed by the Jewish 
people, whether they were new 
immigrants or sabras; that is the 
real hallmark of a nation’s quality 
and success. 

In speaking of the Arab side, 
however, I shall inevitably, and 
deliberately, try to reflect and 
interpret the thoughts and feelings 
of Arabs towards Israel, just as in 
the Arab countries it was impor- 
lant to attempt to convey some- 
thing of the attitude of Israelis 
lowards the Arab world. Indeed, 
the most intractable

aspects of the problem of the rela- 
tions between Israel and her neigh- 
bours is the absence of understand- 
ing, on each side of the line, of 
how people on the other side think 


and feel... The issues. are 
merely the physical, political, and 
economic problems, which are 


large enough in themselves, but - 


underlying all these practical ques- 
tions are the much deeper attitudes 
in people’s minds, 

Among Arabs one found no con- 
ception whatever of how Jews 
really feel about the re-establish- 
ment of a Jewish State in the land 
of Zion: nor in Israel did one 
hear much that reflected any deep 
appreciation of the feelings of those 
Arabs who are living as refugees, 
separated from what they regard as 
their homeland. ae 

The Arab refugees are the real 
core of the problem. In Jordan 
there are refugees everywhere, not 
the refugee camps, but 
crowded into the towns and villages 
as Well. In Jerusalem one has the 
impression that nearly everyone jis 
a refugee. If a man has not lost 
his own home, or shop, or olive 
grove, on “the other side” (the 
phrase that is universally used to 
describe Israel), then other mem- 
bers of his family have done so: 
and in a land where family ties are 
strong he identifies himself with his 
relatives in their loss. 


Dreary Prospect 


The future holds little hope for 
these unfortunate people, so they 
tend to brood over the past with 
bitterness in their hearts. In the 
refugee camps they are well cared 
for, so far as their physical needs 
are concerned, by Unrwa. 
But except for the few who are 
able to rehabilitate themselves, 
under the various — self-suppori 
projects or otherwise, the prospect 
for most of them is that they will 
go on living, marrying, bringing up 
their families, and eventually dying, 
in a refugee camp. 

Without outside help on much 
the same scale as has been avail- 
able to Israel, Jordan js quite 
unable to undertake the land 
reclamation and development 
schemes that would be necessary 


for their permanent rehabilitation 
in that land. And even if such help 
were available, the Jordanian 
Government, and the refugees 
themselves, would need to be per- 
suaded that it was desirable for 
them to be resettled in Jordan 
rather than hope to return to their 
former homes in what is now 
Israel. The Jordanian authorities 
would certainly meet with con- 
siderable opposition from the other 
Arab States if they even considered 
that possibility, at 
Jordan is having to tread yery 
warily in’ her relations with the 


United Arab Republic. 


Divided World 


Nor is it really practicable, at 
least in the immediate future, to 
envisage the resettlement of the 
half-million refugees who are now 
in Jordan in other Arab countries. 


Despite the new Arab nationalism 
the Arab world is still very divided, . 


and the different countries are no 
more likely to co-operate in solving 
each other's problems in _ this 
respect than would be, say, the 
States of Latin America. Further- 
more, the refugees themselves 
would be unwilling to go to what 
they would regard’ as __ less 
enlightened countries. For those 
of them who are Christians there 
would be the added reluctance to 
go to places where the Christian 
Church does not have the standing 
that it has traditionally enjoyed in 
the Holy Land. 


No doubt all these problems 


could be overcome if there were . 


good will on the part of the various 
Arab rulers, and if adequate tnter- 
national assistance were 
In the absence of such conditions, 
however, the refugees zo on from 
year to year in their present plight. 
It is not surprising if, when they 
cannot look forward with con- 
fidence, they look backward with 
bitterness. To them the cause of 
their unhappy situation is simply 
the establishment of a Jewish State 
in Israel. The action of their own 
rulers in 1948, which from the 


Israeli point of view was the real 
cause of the whole Arab refugee 
problem, is regarded by _ the 


present 


refugees merely as the inevitable, 
but regrettably inadequate, reaction 


_ to the setting up of the Jewish State. 


Some of the refugees are frankly 
looking forward. to a “second 


round,” in which they believe that 


the new strength of Arab 
nationalism will ensure _ their 
success. It is encouraging, how- 


ever, to find others who are pre- 
pared to concede the fact that, 
whether they like it or not, Israel 
is there to Stay, and are beginning 
to talk of the need to establish 
peaceful relations with the new 
State, and of the possibility of 
eventual co-operation between 
Jews and Arabs in dealing with the 
many problems that face the whole 
of the Middle East. Such people 
appear to be in a small minority, 
and at present they probably 
cannot openly express their views. 
Nor are they able, for instance, to 
meet with Israelis even to begin to 
discuss the conditions on which a 


peaceful solution could be based. 


Reconciliation 


Some speak of the need for third- 
party intervention, either by impos- 
ing a solution that would do justice 
to all sides, or by 
between them. 

Even those who most want a 
settlement between the Arab world 
and Israel, and who have not 
yielded to the general feeling of 
bitterness, are, however, lacking in 
any real understanding of — the 
Israeli point of view. They speak 
of the need for justice, which is a 
laudable concept, but inevitably 
they have a one-sided idea of what 
justice means. It is at this point, 
perhaps, that the task of reconcilia- 
tion must begin. Before there can 
be any hope of settling differences, 
people on each side of the’ barrier 
need to understand and app:eciate 


the attitudes of those on the 
opposite side. One of the advan- 
tages of passing through the 


Mandelbaum Gate in Jerusalem is 
that one can see that this under- 
standing is needed on both sides of 
the line. And on those who are 
fortunate enough to be able to cross 
that line there lies a responsibility 
for at least attempting to begin to 
interpret one side‘to the other.

Need to Concentrate on 
Literature

| HEN I tell people that I 
W am a nurse the’ usual 
: response I get is: “How 
gome a nice Yiddisher girl should 
be a nurse?” When I reply that 


Jam a nurse because I enjoy nurs- 


ing, they might say: “ But it’s such | 


hard work! And, anyway, you 
don’t meet nice Jewish boys. .. .” 
Well, I think it is about time this 
myth was exploded. Nursing is not 
specially hard work. I. should 
jmagine being a model involved 
much greater physical strain, and 
any housewife works much harder 
than a nurse. The hours on duty 
are reasonable—44 per week—and 
off duty a nurse has a marvellous 
time. 

- She doesn’t have to clean her 
room, prepare her meals, or wash 
up after them ; her laundry is done 
for her, and she lives in surround- 
ings comparable to a rather good 
private hotel. 
rooms, television-rooms, and tennis 
courts provided for her entertain- 
ment. There are frequent free 
theatre tickets, reduced prices at 
fashionable hairdressers, discounts 
in chemists’ shops—all sorts of 
things provided to make her life 
easy for her. 


* * 


For the three years of her train- 
ing a nurse is taught her profes- 
sion and her books and equipment 
are provided. To obtain a similar 
training for an equivalent qualifica- 
tion in any other profession a girl 
would have to pay a fee, and keep 
herself during the time she js study- 


# ing. As a nurse, she will be clothed, 


fed, and housed throughout, and 
paid a salary. Admittedly it is not as 
big a salary as a shorthand typist’s, 
but after three years of work a 
shorthand typist is still where she 
was when she started. A_ nurse, 


on the other hand, has a qualifica- 


tion that will give her entry to 
every country in the world, and 
open the door to higher qualifica- 
tions—including a university degree. 
Once qualified the pay compares 
quite favourably with thai of other 
professions. 

As for meeting nice Jewish ave. 
there is absolutely no reason why 
a girl should not meet eligible men, 
even if she is a nurse. Her hours 
of freedom can be spent among 
her own Jewish friends. I, for 
instance, meet hardly any Jewish 
people in the course of my work— 
but, despite that, I have as many

It is enthralling 
to learn about people and what 
makes them tick, satisfying to feel 
oneself an important and valuable 
member of the community, delight- 
ful. to meet so many professional 
people, and gratifying to belong to 
a really educated profession.

GREASE two 8-inch sandwich tins 
and sprinkle with caster sugar and 
flour. Cream the margarine and 
sugar, add the lightly beaten eggs 
one at a time; adding a dessertspoon- 
ful of the flour with each. Beat 


thoroughly then add the water and 


remaining flour. Turn into prepared 
tins, spread evenly, and bake in a 
moderate oven about 20 minutes 
(400°—Regulo No. 5). Cool on a cake 
sandwich together with 
strawberry jam. 

Top Icing. Spread the cake evenly 
with pink glacé icing and leave till 
quite set. Then with a contrasting 
colour mark the cake into_ sections, 
using a plain forcer. Then ice 
children’s names, one on each section. 


Note. If preferred small, individual 
cakes, baked in bun tins, can be used 
in place of the sandwich, one for 
each child. When set put into paper 
cases. 


Chocolate Cake | 


Selfraising flour, caster 
sugar, 5 oz.; margarine, 5 OZ. > milk, 
plain choco- 
late, 2-oz. bar; 3 eggs; vanilla glacé 
icing ; chocolate granules. 

GREASE and line a 7-inch cake tin, 
cream the margarine and sugar, add 
the beaten eggs, one at a time, add- 


ing a spoonful of flour with each, © 


then add the milk and remaining 
flour. Cut the chocolate in small 
pieces, about 4-inch square, and add 
to the mixture. Turn into prepared 
tin and bake in a moderate oven 
about | hour 20 minutes (375°— 
Regulo No. 4). When cold cover 
with vanilla glacé icing and sprinkle 
with chocolate granules. 


Brandy Snaps 


Flour, 4 oz.; butter or margarine, 
4 oz.; golden syrup, 4 0z.; demerara 


sugar, 4 oz.; lemon. juice, 1 tea- 
spoonful; ground ginger, tea- 
spoonful. 


SIEVE flour and ginger; warm 
syrup, butter, and sugar until the 
butter has melted, add the lemon 
juice, pour on. to flour and mix 
thoroughly. 

Well grease baking sheets and put 
6 teaspoonfuls of the mixture, a 
good distance apart. Bake for 15 
minutes in a moderate oven 
Regulo No. 4). 

Remove from the tin one at a 
time and shape round the greased 
handle of a wooden spoon. Work as 
quickly as possible as they will not 
roll if allowed to get cold.

ASHKENAZIM AND. SEPHARDIM 


By THE 


Ashkenazim and Sephardim. By 
Rabbi Dr. H. J. Zimmets. Oxford 
University Press Jews’ College Publi- 
cations, New. Series No. 2). 42s. 


Rabbi Dr. Zimmels is to be con- 
gratulated on having made such a 
significant contribution towards the 
understanding, from the historic as 
well as the halachic. point of view, of 
the relations between the two sections 
of Jewry, the Sephardim and Ash- 
kenazim. He examines the relations 
that have existed between the two 
communities throughout their history, 
and points out the interdependence 
between these two communities and 
the influence that each one of them 
has wielded over the other. . 

These influences have always been 
for the good of Jewry as a whole. 
From the halachic point of view also, 
the interchange of ideas between the 
rabbis of the communities has been 
almost incessant. The generalisation 
that the Sephardi rabbis were always 


more lenient in their decisions and 


the Ashkenazi much stricter is, as the 
author points out, not quite true. No 
doubt historical backgrounds influ- 
enced these decisions and the 
Sephardim very often did prove them- 
selves to be more systematic in their 
collection of halachic material and dis- 
played a wider understanding of the 
conditions prevailing in the world in 
making decisions or in explaining 
them, but the Ashkenazim, too, very 
often followed the same _ practice. 


Indeed, it was mostly the Ashkenazi 


rabbis who made the responsa of the 
great Sephardi rabbinic authorities 
known and employed them as a basis 
for their own decisions. There might 
have been misunderstandings, and 
these found their echo in the historic 
writings as well as in the halachic deci- 
sions of great religious and communal 
leaders ; but these almost pale into 
insignificance before the evidence 


it had

our eyes as to the close co-operation 
between the two sections for the good 
of Jewry and for the upholding of the 
true Torah principals.

Shema Koleinu, Mi 
Sheberach, and Shuvi Nafshi were 
excellently presented, with Monty 
Fisher taking the chazan solo, and 
once more showing what a really fine 
lyrical tenor voice is his.. Under 
Emanuel Fisher the choir is con- 
tinuing its great tradition, while 
renewing its style. 


BENJAMIN KAPLAN 


There was a_ distinct contrast 
between Benjamin Kaplan’s playing 
of Mozart and Debussy on the one 
hand, and Chopin and Schumann on 
the other, in his pianoforte recital at 
Wigmore Hall. Mozart's sonata 
~K576 was excellently phrased, the 

dynamics were nicely scaled, the 
fingering had a clean and neat expres- 
siveness, and the Adagio was of 
limpid clarity. In Debussy’s “Claire 
de Lune” and “L’He Joyeuse” a 
poetic atmosphere was created, and. 
every: note was audible and dynamic- 
ally appropriate. But the first move- 
ment of Chopin’s B minor Sonata 
lacked coherence and the same weak- 
ness appeared in lesser measure in the 
Largo, which needed even more 
cantabile tone. But undoubtedly Mr. 
Kaplan is improving steadily as an 
artist and could well give a wholly 
pleasing programme within his range. 


ORION CHAMBER 
ORCHESTRA 


The concert given by the Orion

Ts Primrose Jewish Youth 
Club is dead, but_the con- 
troversy that attended its 
demise remains very much alive. 
For it has become obvious that the 
death of Primrose was not a purely 
domestic tragedy, affecting only 
those actively connected with the 
club. Its disappearance from the 
North-West London scene _ has 
brought to the surface the disturb- 
ing truth about Jewish club life in 
this section of Anglo-Jewry. 

I have investigated not only the 


reasons for the closure of this for- 
merly cutstanding club, but also the. 


effect it is likely to have upon the 
club situation in North-West London 
—an area described by Mr, Mick 


Goldstein, the General Secretary of 


the Association for Jewish Youth, as 
the weakest of all from the club point 
of view.

many other activities organised by 
the A.J.Y. 

When I. interviewed the club 
leader immediately after its closure, 
she spoke of its fine record of achieve- 
ment and its formidable list of classes 
and activities. There is no doubt that 
the club was regarded with great 
affection by many of its members, and 
a number of letters were received by 
THE JewisH CHRONICLE urging the 
community to save it from extinction. 

It must be said, however, that the 
obituary notices of the’ club have not 
consisted entirely of undiluted praise, 


Although Mr. H. Oscar Joseph, the 


Chairman of the Club Council, said 
definitely that the main reason for its 
closure was that of insurmountable 
financial difficulties, it has, neverthe- 
less, been suggested by some people 
that bad leadership was in_ fact 
responsible for the break-up. 

Mr. M. Vanson, a member of the 
Management Committee of the club, 
told me that although Primrose had 
been superior to most North-West 
youth clubs, in that it had followed 
a constructive policy, managerial 
difficulties had existed, while deterior- 
ating premises had adversely affected 
both the atmosphere of the club and 
the enthusiasm of members. 


Funds and Leaders 


One letter sent by a former mem- 
ber, who criticised the inexperience 
of recent club leaders and spoke of 
a falling-off in the quality of the 
classes and activities, seemed to 
indicate that the lack of funds was 
not the only setback suffered during 
its last days by Primrose. 


When I mentioned this to Mr. 


Mr. Joseph Mr. Vanson 
Oscar Joseph he admitted that the 
club had experienced managerial 
difficulties, but said that this problem 
—which was common to many youth 
clubs—was one which could have 
been overcome. In his view Primrose 
would not have closed had it been 
able to overcome its financial diffi- 
culties. 

“ The club leaders may have lacked 
experience,” he told me. “ Experi- 
enced club workers are not easily 
come by today. But they. were hard- 


working, conscientious people who 


made every effort to promote the 
well-being of the club.” ; 

Up to the end the club had com- 
manded a good attendance of mem- 
bers, a large proportion of whom 


had been enthusiastic, Mr. Joseph, 


said. Every youth club had a nucleus 
of dissatisfied members, who made a 
convenience of the club, taking all 
they could from it and giving nothing 
in return. 
Could Primrose have been saved ? 
Although nothing much can be done 
now, post-mortems and_ recrimina- 
tions are inevitable. | Many people 
wonder whether a communal 
appeal launched in good time might 


have saved the day and why the 


members themselves did not organise 
major fund-raising activities. 

The first of these theories was dis- 
posed of by those to whom I spoke. 
Mr. Joseph and Mr. Vanson said that

as local residents had taken little 
interest in the survival of the club 
one could hardly expect the wider 
community to take up its cause. It 
would not be right, added Mr. 
Vanson, for the club to expect the 
general community to neglect what it 
regarded as more pressing needs to 
subsidise youngsters who came mostly 
from affluent homes. 

Mr. Charles Spencer, a member of 
the A.J.Y. Executive and an active 
youth club worker, described the 
closing of Primrose as “a disgrace,” 
and deplored the fact that the public 
had not been made aware of its needs. 
To complain that Jewish families in 
North-West London had not sup- 
ported Primrose was in fact an indict- 
ment of those responsible for running 
the club, 

What of fund-raising by the mem- 
bers themselves? This had been 
attempted, I was told both by Mr. 
Joseph and Mr. Vanson, but the large 
sum of money required annually to 
maintain the club was not forthcom- 
ing. Other people to whom I spoke 


Mr. Goldberg Mr. Goldstein 
believed that the necessary funds 
could have been raised by the mem- 
bers. Mr. Spencer pointed out that 
the Victoria Clubs had succeeded in 


raising their own funds without rely-- 


ing in a passive manner on financial 
support from the Stamford Hill com- 
munity. He alleged that the Primrose 
authorities had been too half-hearted 
in their efforts... | 

It was significant, added Mr. 
Spencer, that -Habonim had now 
taken over the Primrose premises and 
were planning to run what would 
probably be the first general youth 
club with a Zionist background. Here 
Was an organisation, possessing cen- 
tral funds, which was prepared to 
organise a youth club without worry- 
ing whether local families would give 


it their financial support. 


“ Parking-Place ” 


When I put these criticisms to Mr. 
Joseph, he replied that what sounded 
simple in theory was often impossible 
to put into practice. He and his col- 
leagues had made every effort to 


make the parents of Primrose mem- 


bers aware of the threat hanging over 

long before it actually 
He had called numerous 
meetings, but—apart from one or two 
minor fund-raising efforts--nothing 
had been achieved. Most of the 
parents, who mainly looked on the 
club as a convenient “ parking-place ” 
for their children, were not prepared 
to exert themselves to make that 
* parking-place ” secure. 

Mr. Joseph was certain that any 
major communal appeal on behalf of 
Primrose would have mei with little 
response. -There were a number of 
worthy causes which received pub- 
licity in THE JEWisH CHRONICLE and 
yet gained little 
from its readers. The community was 
more responsive to appeals for cast- 
off clothing than to appeals fér 
money. It was true that old-estab- 
lished clubs, such as Stepney and 
Brady, might, if necessary, command 
a certain amount of public support, 
but smaller, newer clubs could not 
hope to benefit in the same way. The 
Victoria Clubs, like Brady and Step- 
nev, had a “name,” a long-standing 
tradition, and numerous former mem- 
bers and associates who were willing 
to make financial contributions. Prim- 
rose had none of these things. 

“Tam not saying that others might 
not have succeeded where we failed.” 
concluded Mr. Joseph. “All i can 
Say is that we made an honest and 
strenuous effort to keep the club alive. 
We had no option but to close it. 
It was a case of too great a burden 
being placed on too few shoulders.” 

Answering allegations that the 
A.J.Y. might have helped to save 
Primrose, its General Secretary, Mr. 
Mick Goldstein, told me that the 
Association was itself in financial 
difficulties and had a heavy overdraft. 
“In any case we do not run or 
finance clubs,” he added. “The A.J.Y. 
is a liaison organisation, much of 
whose time is spent in the recruiting 
and training of future youth leaders,” 

The main problem now facing 
former Primrose members is_ their 
accommodation in the other existing 
North-West London clubs. The 
Golders Green Jewish Youth Club 
leader told me that he had received 
only three applications from Prim- 


resulting support 


rose members. Complaints have 
been made about the failure of the 
A.J.Y. to notify Primrose members 
of other local club facilities. But 
Mr. Goldstein says that the Primrose 
club list has not yet been given to 
him. As soon as it reached him he 
would circulate details of other clubs 
to all members (who were, in any 
case, aware already of facilities in 
the neighbourhood), and _ provide 
members desiring them with letters of 
introduction to various clubs, 

New facilities, therefore, will be 
available for the clubless ones. And 
Mr. Goldstein assured me that the 
active Primrose membership (with 
the exception of the fairly large 
over-18 section) would be satisfac- 
torily absorbed by other local clubs, 
despite the fact that many already 
have over-large memberships ol 
their own. 


The Wider Issue 


Without doubt, the closure of Prim- 
rose has worsened the already far 
from satisfactory club situation in 
North-West London. There is room 
in that neighbourhood, Mr. Goldstein 
told me, for many new clubs, both 
large and small, to accommodate the 
hundreds of youngsters who have no 
club attachments. Most of these have 
at some time or other made the effort 
to join a club, but have been dis- 
couraged by the dismal premises and 
inadequate leadership afflicting most 
of the eight existing local clubs. 

* What I should like to see,” added 
Mr. Goldstein, “is the setting up of 
three ‘ Victoria Clubs’ in North-West 
London. The Jewish community of 
that locality is just as large as the 
community of North London, whose 
Victoria Clubs on their opening 
attracted 750 members without inter- 
fering with the membership of the 
many other Jewish youth clubs in the 
neighbourhood.” 

There appears to be one main draw- 
back to the development of a 
flourishing club life in North-West 
London. 


It would appear that. club workers 
on the whole find little to attract 
them, or to appeal to their missionary 
zeal, in this flourishing corner of the 
great Metropolis. No poverty exists 


there and the young people do not: 


lack material comforts. Outsiders 
are, therefore, inclined to say: 
* What are they deprived of, and why 
do they need clubs ?” 

But although youth work in East 
or North London may appear more 


“glamorous ’”’ and may seem on the 


surface to be more vital. it is 
apparent that North-West London 
youth has its specific and very press- 
ing needs. Indeed, it is this very 
financial affluence that renders the 


necessity for carefully planned Jewish 


youth activities more urgent in North- 
West London than in any other area. 


It would naturally be too much of 


a generalisation to declare that the 
whole of North-West London's 
Jewish ‘youth is lacking in cultural 
interests, spoiled by material comfort, 
and bored by all except social life and 
commercialised amusements. There 


are, of course, a large number to

Incidentally, while mentioning the 
Maccabeans, we may recall the 
friendly society called the Order of 
Ancient Maccabeans, whose badge we 
Showed some weeks ago, and there 
is also a famous Jewish society, 
established in 1891, called simply 
“The Maccabeans.” This society 
holds two dinners a year; with dis- 
tinguished: speakers, and it always 
has on the top table, facing the chair- 
man, its symbol of a big bronze 
Chanukiah. 

Another international event that 
takes place in Israel is one called the 
Zimriya. This is a festival in which 
Jewish choirs from Israel and other 
countries sing in competition, and 
every effort is made to see that 
Britain is represented. The Zemel 
Choral Society in London has been 
very active in this, and the choir, on 
its visit to Israel to take part in this 
vears Zimriya, had special 
embroidered badge made to wear. It 
reads, 5O¥ with the words “ 1958, 
Gt. Britain.” -The name Zemel is 
fermed ffom the three initial Hebrew 
letters shown, the initials standing for 
Tsafon [‘ts” stands for the ‘z’]=

LONDON SYNAGOGUE 
BURGLED

Thieves broke into the offices of 
the Adath Yisroel Synagogue at 
Queen Elizabeth’s Walk, London, N.. 
during the early hours of Monday and 
tried to open the safe. They- failed, 
and then ransacked the office. They 
smashed open collecting boxes, threw 
papers and documents over the floor, 
and stole about £20 in cash.

The clash occurred while Mr. Ben- 
Gurion was criticising Mr. S, Netzer, 
a veteran member of the party, who 
leads a faction known as “ Gush.” 
Mr. Ben-Gurion attacked splinter 
groups in the party.

organised itself within the party, and 


particularly criticised the “ Gush.” 
Mr. Netzer declared that only the 
Secretariat had the right to decide 
what was permissible and for who 
it was permissible. 


Mrs. Meir made a_— dramatic 
announcement that if this (Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s) attitude were adopted there 
was no further place in the party for 
her and, after her term of office as 
Foreign Minister was completed, she 
would not accept office of any kind 
on behalf of Mapai, even as a Member 
of the Knesset. 

It was reported, however, that at the 
conclusion of the Secretariat’s meeting, 
which lasted all day, a unanimous 
decision was reached to disband the 
““Gush” and order its members to 
accept party discipline. 

The Secretariat also decided not to 
co-opt Mr. Moshe Dayan to the 
Secretariat. Another resolution called 
for the ending of all “ factionalism ” 
and the integration of all groups
